Chimera’s frawed in their own Imaginations, 
that they rave about ae they do not under- 
fland, and lay down for Rules fuch wild, fach 
whimfical Pofitions, as, if their Auditors were 
ever fo Ijttle eifer than themfelvcs,would in«vi- 
tably expofs them to Contempt and Ridicule. - 
Ir any Man born «i hin the Compafs ot fifty 
Years laft patt in Great Brita'n, would bur tit 
down and confider ferioufly with himfelf the 
Advantages decucibie from Government in gene- 
ral, as alfo thofe particular B'eflings which are 
the Refult of our excellent Conftitution, he would 
undoubted'y conceive not only a juft Difdain for 
Writers who fpeak fo contemptibly of Govern- 
ment, but he would alfo reflect with Horror on 
the Con‘equences which might follow from 
the Difverfi n of fach mifchievous Di‘courfes 
amongit the /x/zar, who are almoft always 
guided by Whim, Humour, or Paflion, and are 


_confequently more apt to be wrought upen by 
‘ Wiicings leaft reconcilable to Reaton. That it 


may not be furmiled I have here aflumed too 
much, and that I affect co aff-re what 1 could 
never have proved, I will {pend the reft of this 
Paper in fhewing the Benefits thar refulr to 
every private Adan from Gowernment in general, 
and rhof. incttimable A¢vantag-s which every 


Briton enjoys as his Birth Richt trom that Con- 


fliution which, though it his been fometimes 
commended by our Modern Paivicts, they have 
often attempred to change, and feldom, farther 
than it ferves their Purpofes, exprefs any Refu- 
lution to maintain. 

Tuere is no Fofle of Antiquity, as to the 
Moral, of which Criticks are better agreed, than 
that of Orpheus taming the Beajs by his A'ufick, 
which, they allow, ouglit to be explained of iis 
bringing tfen to live under Laws, and to form 
themfelves into Society. Without queftion, this 
Allegovieal Miracle is by far the moft ftupen?dous 
of ihe few 3 fince Men in what Mr. Fibbes calls 
the State of Nature, are, out of Comparifon, more 
birburous than Liens, Tigers, or Wolves : To 
apprehend the Truth of this, there is nothing 
more requifire than to have {een a AZan ina 
Paffin ; be is then in a State of Nature, and he 
atis as all Men would aét if Laws and Relizion 
did not reitrain them; that is, as his Lujts 
prompt him, without Mercy, Fear, or Wit. 
Nothing is more generally underftood, becanfe 
nothing is more evident, than that Aven have 
Need ot each other; and that of all Animals they 
are the leaft capable of fubfiting withour Aid. 
Now from t>efe two felf-evident Truths, a little 
Refle€tion will enable us to form a proper No- 
tion of the Mifery infparable from a State of 
Anarchy, and of the Benefits inherent to Society ; 
at prefent we fhail infift only on the Jatter. 

An Inhatitant of any of the great Cities of 
Exrcpe hath athoufand Servants at leaft, if he 
pofiefles ever fa moderate an Eftate ; one feeds 
his Mutten, another his Jef, a third his Pork, a 
fourth fithes for him, a fifth fhoots him 7d 
Foal’: After all this, he hath his Food fer on 
his Table, withour being put to the Trouble 
either of killing or of drefira it. Every thing 

¢ wears, from his Shves co his at, arc manu- 
fattured by feveral Perfons: When he goes 
Abroad, he finds Roads, Caufeways, Pavements,

of the Mijeries induced by 





Thorough-fares ; 2ll made for his Uf: It he 
travels, a Stage-Leach attends him, and every Jen 
is filled with Perious ambitious to ferve him ; 
for Money, it is une, but who ferves without ? 
I- he is out of Order, he has prefently at his 
Elbow a Perfon who has fpent ail his Life in 
iudying for his Service, and who for his Benetic 
often unites in one Receipt the Product of the 
Weft Indies, and of the Eaft. It is trus, all 
tacit Perfons are as much the Servants of his 
Neighbcur, buc that hinders them not from being 
bis, to long as he thinks fit to employ or w/e them ; 
and the having them no longer to pay, than whic 
they are ferving him, is not a Misfortune, but an 
Advantage. 

As to the Pleafures and Diverfions of Life, they 
too are conveniently had, cither in Cowntry or 
in Town. Every Eminence turnifhes a View of 
Houtes, Fields, and Gardens, which regale the 
Eye of a Stranger, as much as it can that of the 
Owner: We may fay the fame of Veflels upon 
a River; of Woods, Parks, Bridges, and Pub- 
lick Buildings. In Town agsin, Half-a-Crown 
purcha‘es a whole Company of Comedians, who 
tho’ they file themfelves the Aing’s Servants in 
tie Bills, are the Servants of every Man in the 
Pit for the Time being. At a Coffee-Honfe, tor the 
Expence of a Couple of Pence, a Man has News 
b:oug it him from all the Corne 5 of the World ; 
and tor ive Shillings he makes himfelf Mafter of 
all the Knowledge another Man acquired by 
failing round the Globe. Thefe Things he 
enjoys in right cf being a Afember of Scciety 5 
were it not tor Government, he would have none 
of thefe : Not to go naked, he muft make his 
own Cloaths ; not to perifh with Hunger, he mutt 
kill and drefs his own Afeat; ftruck with the 
Defire of knowing what is cone in Foreign 
Countries, he muft go and fee them. Io fhort, 
though a Man, he muft in fuch a Cafe lead a 
Liie much worfe than that of a Deg belonging 
to a Country Sguire, who hes Meat, Drink, 
Lodging, and Phyfick, provided for him, be- 
caufe he contributes to the Pleafuve of his 
Mafler. 

Bu r. if fuch are the Bleflings every Jndividual 
enjoys under every Eurcpean Givernment, there 
are a Multitude cf Benefits peculiar to the 
Dritih Conftirurion, and which, without Inter- 
ruption, every Lvitid Subje& hath enjoyed from 
the Revolution at leatt, to go no higher. To begin 
with Religion ; Every Man is here at liberty to 
worfhip Gop his own Way, to think freely for 
his own Salvation, and to exprefs his Sentiments 
on that important Subject for the Edification cf 
O:hers, or for obtaining new Lights to himfelt. 
We have here no Jnguifition under the Direction 
of Excclefiapicks ; no Baftile, wherein Heveticks 
may be confined by Air.ifers of State: On the 
other Hand, we have Conftitucio:s properly 
adjufted for the Confervarion of the Eftablithed 
Church; fo that Liberty of Cenfiien.e cannot beget 
here either Licentioufnefs, or Confufion. In 
point of Property, every Briten is as fecure as his 
Sovereign, and if he hath acquired it by his own 
Induftry, hath as arbitrary a Power over it, as 
the Grand Seigrior As to his Perfon, that of 
every Briton is as fscred as was formerly the 
Tribunes of Reme; no Magiftrat:, no Judica- 
ture whatfoever, can imprifon him wichout 
fhewing Cane ; nor even then can he be lon 
confined, betore either he fuffers what from his 
Offence he deferves, or is tet ac liberty, with a 
Power of repairing himfelf for the Damages 
fultained by his Confinement. The Law in Britain 
knows no Diffzrence between a Peafant and a 
Peer ; the meaneft Man has his Rights, and the 
greateft no more. Our Coin, which is the Mea- 
fure of our Commerce, is as unalterable as any 
other Meafure amongft us; its Standard hath 
been long fixed, and no Man is apprehenfive 
that the Crogem-piere he tok:s To-day, fhall be 





To-morrow Fete Shillings; an Evil which ¢ 
feverely felt in other Nations, as well unde: 
Limited Governmen's, as whcre the Prince 
verns according ro his Will; for the Coin vaiits 
otuer at Jenie than at Paris, and is no where, 
that I know of, under fo fettled a Regulation as 
here. 

As Government in general is calculated for the 
common Benefit of «!l who fubmir thereto, and 
as in ail Human Contrivances there are forre 
which fucceed better than cthers, fo while the 
Adminiftration of all Governments mult rett in 
Men, the People will be fenfible of great Dif- 
ferences, cven while they live under the bef Gon- 
fiitution: Here in Britain, fince the Revolution, 
we have experienced great Inconveriencies from 
the Unfeadine/s of thof: at the Helm, fiom their 
Giddinefs, and from their prepofterous Defire of 
fhewing their Skill in Ruling, by balancing of 
Parties. Of late Years, we have nor been in- 
Commoded with any of thefe Evils: The Mca- 
fures of the Adminiftration hath been approved 
by the Legiflature; we have lived in profound 
Peace ; and we have enjoyed all thofe Bleflings 
our Conttitution is {0 well calculated to beftow, 
without the leaft Grounds of Apprehenfion from 
Thofe in Peawer ; for we may truly fay, That 
there never was a Period in which the Prero- 
gative was fo lictle formidable, or rather, in 
which it hath been f abfolutely fergct. To 
the Security of our Property, to the Liberty 
which by Law is affurc! to our Perfons, we may 
add a peculiar Felicity, known hardly in any 
Age or Country, except our cw, ond under the 
prefent Reign; A mean, Freedom cf Speech and 
 viting, which has certairly been beneficial on 
the Whole, though it hath been moft flagrantly 
abifed by fome arongit us, who have moft un- 
willingly contribued to the Glory cf che prefent 
AMinifiry, by leaving P fterity full Proofs of the 
Falhood of their -fenti.xsin their own Writings, 
whee-in we find continye, Complaints for Want 
ot Liberty, and at the iame time cc nii .ual In- 
ftarces of Liventicou/ne/s 

Sucn are the Benefits of Geoernment! fach 
the Excellency of the Britih Conftitution ! fuch the 
happy State of Britons at this Day! fach th: 
Things the Afalecontents would take away ! 
What they would give us in their fead, them- 
felves beft know ; and, perhaps, it is the highett 
Mark of their /#ifdem, that they do nor in- 

form us.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


HEY write from Vienna, that the Im- 
perial Court had received an Exprets trom 
General Neuperg, with an Account of a freth 
Attempt of the Turks upon Meadia, a Fort 
about fix Leagues from Old Orfova, between 
Wallachia and the Bannat of Temefwaer, which 
is in a manner covered by this Pcft Some Days 
after the Turks had made them{elves Mafters of 
Old Orfova, the Seraskicr of Widdin fent a 
Meffage to Count Cornberg, the Governor of 
New Orfovia, telling him, that he might plainly 
fre by what bad bappen'd, that Heaven had declar'd 
itfelf in favour of the Ottoman Arnis ; that therefore 
it was in vain for kim to maintain bis Poft with 
Obftinacy ; but if be weuld furrender it up, be fhould 
have a good Capitulation. The Governor, not 
underftanding this Theology of the Turks, re- 
turned fuch an Anfwer as he thought conve- 
mient, and prepared for his Defence: But the 
Enemy, by thus threatening Orfova, endea- 
voured only to conceal their true Defign, which 
was to fall upon Meadia. Accordingly, the 
15th of May in the Morning, one of their De= 
tachments of 600 Men advanced to that Poft, 
and attacked it very furioufly, their Muquetry | 
making

making aterrible Fire. ‘The Garrifon of Meadia 
which confilt:d of 60> Men, defended them- 
felves with great Bravery, and at length torced 
the Turks to retire, with confiderable Lots. In 
the Afiernoon, they made a fecond Attempt, but 
with no more Succefs than the former; being 
forced again to abandon their Defign with Dii- 


race. ‘The ‘Turks had 800 Men killed in the 
two Attacks, and the Lois on the Imperial Side 
amounts to 28 Men killed, and 50 wounded ; 
the Enemy ftill continues abouc Orfova and 
Meadia. 

Vienna, May 31. ‘The Grand Duke of Tof- 
eany has again put off his Departure for the 
Army till after To-morrow. We juft learn, 
that General oupeng being joined with fome 
Troops that General Wailis tent him, had at- 
tacked the Turks near Old Oriova, and had de- 
feated them, after a ftour Refittance, the Infidels 
having loft in the Action near 2000 Men, 25 
Colours, &c. We expect with Impatience the 
Particulars of this Advantage. 

Advices from Hungary report, That the 
Croations have likewife defeated a Turkifh De- 
tachment,which had entered thatProvince to put 
it under Contributions ; and from Be!grade, That 
the Seraskier of Bo‘nia being advanced with a 
great Body of Tioops near New Orfova, had 
jummoned the Governor to furrender, but upon 
his anfwering that he would defend the Place 
to the laft Exiremity, the Seraskier had thought 
fit to retire. 

The Imperial Court has received certain 
Advice, that the Veldt-Marfhal Count Munich 
will undertake the Siege of Bialogrod, in order 
to open the Way into Wallachia, that he may 
be able to fend Succours to the Imperialifts in 
cafe of Need. 

The Inveftiture of the Kingdom of Naples has 
been given by the Pope to the King Don Carlos, 

-with the ufual Solemnities. 

Letters from Baftia fay, that the Treaty con- 
cluded between the Count de Boiffieux, Com- 
mander in Chief of the French Troops, and 
the Deputies of the Malecontents, and which 
was fenr to Paris, has been ratify’d by the Great 
Men on both Sides the Mountains; but they fay 
that “tis on Condition that his moft Chritlian 
Majefty thall be again moft humbly intreated 
to have a French Garifon in the Hland, and to 
retain the City of Baftia as the moft conver ient 
for inforcing the Bonagion of the Articl-» of 
the Treaty, and for bMdering them from b ing 
infring’d for the future on cither Side. The 
Malecontents are in great Hopes they fhall 
obtain this Article. Mean time they wri.e from 
Aleria, that a foreign Ship, with a Naples Fiaz, 
Jately put in there with a Gentleman on boars, 
faid to be a Relation of Baron Theodore, and 
that he had fent to allure the Malecontents, 
that the Succours he had promifed them would 
fhortly arrive, exhorting them to continue ft-d- 
faft ; but that the Inhabitants having returned 
him Anfwer, that Affairs were now in a Situa- 
tion that they could no longer give Ear to fuch 
Propofals, the faid Gentleman went en board 
again, and fteer'd for Porto Longone, taking {e- 

' veral Genoeie Deferters along with him, 


Letter from Mildn, May 28. 
THE King of Sardinia thinkiug his Right to 
the Caftle of Sarravalle futficiently proved, 
an Officer and ten Men were fent to fummon 
the Inhabitants to fubmit to his Sardinian Ma- 
jefty ; but they not only refufed the Summons, 
but fired on the Piedmontefe, of whom they 
killed three. The King being informed of the 
Affair, ordered 3000 Men. to march into the 
Diftriét of Serravalle ; 700 Soldiers were after- 
wards detach’d from that Body to take Poffeffion 
of the Fisfs of St. Sebaftian, Garbegna, Febrica, 
and Bavera, to which Places his Sardinian Ma- 
jefty likewife pretends. Asthe Court of Vienna 
ni & upon his Pretenfions to Serravalle to be 
véry unjuft, and the other four Places bein 
held under a juft Title by Prince Doria, as Fiets 
held immediately of the Emperor; this is the 
Caufe of the Difference between the Courts of 
Vienna and Turin.

It is dated 
May 14. 1738. 


Ai High and Mighty Lords, 

HE particular Inteiett which your High 

Mightinefles youchfafed to take in our in- 
teftine Divifions, and had the Goodne{s to ex- 
prefs to us in the moft affectionate Manner, 
obliges us to do ourfelves the Honour of ac- 
quainting you, that thofe Divifions have been 
happily brought to an End by the Mediation of 
his Moft Chriftian Maj-fty, and the Laudable 
Canons of Zurich and Sern. 

We have accepted, as jikewile have all our 
Burghery, wich Sentiments ot the moft refpectful 
Gratitude, the Regulatfon propos’d to us, the 
Articles of which appeared proper for reftoring 
a folid and lafting Peace amongft us, and pre- 
venting the Evils with which we were afflicted 
by our former Divifions. 

We begin to feel the happy Fruits of it, by 
the general Difpofition among us to a pertect 
and entire Re-union, and we fhall do ali that 
lies in our Power to perpetuate that Happiness. 

We pray your High Mightinefles to accept 
the Affurances of our lively and refpeétfal Gra- 
titude for the Concern you vouchiafed to exprefs 
at our Misfortunes; and we hope you will con- 
defcend to partake of the Joy and Coniolation 
which our Re-union has procur’d us. 

Moft High and Mighty Lords, we fhall look 
upon it as a peculiar Favour, if your High 
Mightinefles, according to our Requeft, will 
be fo good as to continue to henour us with 
your precious Good-Will, which we fhall do 
our utmoft to deterve, by our prefound Refpect 
and inviolable Attachment. 

We make the moft ardent Vows for the Pre- 
fervation and Profperity of your High Mighti- 
nefles; and we pray Gop to continue fhower- 
ing down his moft precious Bleflings on your 
flourifhing Republick, for the Good of your 
People and the Proteftant Religion, of which 
you are powerful Protectors. We are, Moft 
High and Mighty Lords, your High Mighti- 
netics, Adoft //umbie and Obedient Servants,

To this Letter the States General returned 
the following Anfwer. 


Gent ‘emen, 
WE have jult received your Letter of the 14th

Friday laft Week, at a Court o° Common. 
Council, the Committee for buiding the Man. 
fion Houfe made their Reperr of fhe fever 
Propoials hud bere them, when ic apre-ring 
the Court that Mr. John Cordwell propofed to 
execute the Carpenters Work for 1240 |. ond 
Mr. John Cooper the Lricklayers for 5 i. 38 64. 
per Rod, they being the lewe!t, were approved 
of; but the Propofers for Ma‘uns bins equal 
(:80001.) a Petition was preiented by Meff. 
Dunn and Deval that they might be ar liberty 
to mend their Propofal, whicii was agreed to; 
and Meff. Towntend, Horfenail and Taylor, 
were allowed the fame : The firft lowered their 
Propofal to 16975 1. the latter to 172001. Upon 
which the Queition was put, and the Commons 
divided, 8o for 172001. and 63 for 169751. 
the Mitermen in gener. declared fur the lowet 
Propofal. The Arguments ufe4 in favour of the 
higheft were, That they were Members of the 
Court, and oug!t to have the Preference ; but 
their Argumenis were flrongly oppofsd, as tend- 
ing to diicourege all Propofals for the future 
where Members of the Court can have the Job. 
At length, a Neg:tive being moved in rhe Court 
of Aldermen upon the Refolution of the Com- 
mons, and great Debates enfuing, the Court was 
adjourned, without ‘coming to any further Re- 
fo'urion. 

Ar the faid Court it was ordered, That all 
Carts, Waggons, &c. bringing Gardening and 
other Provifions to the Fleet-Market, fhall pay 
Toll bur at one Place coming in. 

On Weine‘day the Common Council voted 
109 againft $7 for the Propofal of Mefl. 'Towi- 
fend, Horfenaile, and ‘Taylor ; bur the Alder 
men icfifted on their Right of a Negarive in this 
Affair, which being dijputed, it was agreed to 
apply to Counfel for an Explanation of rhe A& 
of Parliament on which the Claim of the Alder- 
men is founded. 


Letters from Charleftown in South Carolina,

At the fame 
time arrived at St. Augulting 2 Snows, 2 Ships, 

1 Scooner, 
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; Scooner, and 2 Slo-ps, with Provifions, Am- j 
munition, and 500 Reora i, which, with other | 
Troops from the Havannak, made in all yo20 
Men, where they had 6 Men of War, 37 Pin- 
paces and Lances, and 6 Halt Galiles, which 
were to have been employ’d in the Expedition 
againtt Georgia, if theft contra Orde:s had not 
come. 

Tie Endeavour Sloop, Amos Wadland, 
Mafter, from New England, was taken the 
14th of January lait near Kemictiel and Turneft 
Keys, by about 30 Spaniards in 3 Perriaugers, 
and carried toa Place called Monteague, where 
they detained the Crew feveral Days ; the 
Spaniards gave them their Mofes, in which 
they remained in great Dhiiirefs, having no 
Shelrer from the Weather for 10 Days, and 
then they happily got on board one Captain 
Gardner, who carricd them back to New Eng- 
Jand. The Spaniards Pretence for taking her 
was, that fhe mutt be defigned for the Kay of 
Honduras, and tho’ fhe was not arrived there, 
or had anchored or traded any where afier her 
leaving New England, yet to them the Defign 
(which they tcok upon tuemfelves to determine) 
they faid was equally Criminal, and fo without 
anv formal Trial, or the leaft Ceremony, di- 
velted them of their Snip and Cargo. 

We hear that his Majefty has been pleafed to 
create Henry Arthur Herbert, Eig; Member of 
Pariiament for Ludlow, aPeerot England, by

Since the Account whith we gave in our for- 
mer Paper, of the dreadful Hurricane that hap- 
pened in India, we have received the following 








Particulars, in a Letter from L‘Orient, dated 
May 26. 1738, which came along with Letters 
from Paris of the qth ef June, N. S. 

N the Night between the rith and t2th of 

October laft, there happened a furious Hur- 
ricane «t the Mouth ot the Ganges, which 
reached 60 Leagues up the River; and, though 
all the Mariners forcfaw ir, and took all poffible 
Precautions, yet ic was fo violent that it ren- 
dered all their Care ufelefs, and coming in the 
Night, along with a very heavy Rain, which 

railed 15 Inches of Water in the Space of fix 
Hours, the Sailors could not work the Ships, 
bur were diven whither the Waves carried 
them, without being able to defend themi{tlves. 
To increafe their Mistertunes, they had at the 
fame time a violent Shock of an Earthquake, 
which threw down a great Number of Houfes 
along the River Side 3 in Galgota alone, a Poft 
belonging to the Eng'ifh, abou feven Leagues 
below Chandernagoc, 202 Houfes were thrown 
down ; and what is moft particular in this Event 
is, that the high and magnificent Steeple of the 
Englifh Church funk into the Ground without 
breaking, and no more remains of it now than 
jut to fay Olim Troja fuit. It is computed that 
20,000 Ships, Barks, Sloops, Poits, Canoes, &c. 
have been caft away by this Accident 3 of nine 
Englith Ships then in the Garges, two of 500 
Tons were thrown into a Villige above 200 
Fathoms from the Bed of the River, broke to 
Pieces, and all the Crews drown’d pell-mell 
amongft the Inhabitants and the Cattle ; two 
others perifhed at their Moorings, and of the 
five,one only efcap'd, the orher four being broke 
to Pieces, but Part of the Men were faved. 
Barks of 60 Tons were blown two Leagues up 
into the Land, over the Tops of high Trees. 
Of the tour Dutch Ships in the River three were 
loft, with all the Men and Cargocs, but the 
fourth efcap’d, tho" ft was very roughly handled. 
Our Company had three Ships at Chandernagoe, 
which happily came to no Damage, of which 
the Philebert is one. We are afflured that 
300,000 Souls have perifhed in this Storm, but 
i believe the Number is exagecrated : A pro 
digious Quantity of Cattle of all Sorts, a great 
many Tygers in the lower Ganges, and feveral 
Rhinoceroes were drowned 3 even a great many 
Caymans, amphibious Anim ls, were flifled by 
the furious Agitation of the Waters, and alfo on 
innumerable Quantity of Birds were beat down 
into the River by the Sorm. In fhort, this 
Hurricane was the moft dreadful that has ever 
been heard of in India. The Water rofe go 
Feet higher than ufual in the Ganges, gradually 
diminifhing for the Space of 60 Leagues up rhe 
River. 

You fee by this Detail, which I have drawn 
up trom the Acconnts I had from the Officers 
ot moft Credit belonging to this Ship, that the 
Englith and Dutch 7, hel each of them but 
one Ship this Year from the Ganges. 

We expect every Day the Maurepas, and in 
the Month of June the two Ships from China, 
which arrived at the Ifle of Beurbon the asth 
of F.bruarydaft; the Chauvelin, and the Try- 
ton; and the others are expected in July. Other 
Leiters fay that three Dutch Ships were loft ia 
going from Batavia to Japan.
